The things to be knownare Three. 

1. That there is a Change to paſs upon all. 

2. That this Change is forthe better, to advance our 
earthly natures , even to the conformity with the glo. 
grious body of Feſus. 

3+ That the efficient Author of this Change is our 

Saviour Feſus Chrift, 
| 2. The thingsto be done by us in order to this 
Change are, 

I. To have our Converſation in heaven , 

2. To expe and wait for his comming. 

The firſt is our duty, the Second , our conſtance 
n it, for which our Saviour has recorded a bleſſing in 
the 24. of St. Matthews Goſpel : Bleſfed is that ſer- 
want whom his Lord when he cometh ſhall jind ſo do- 
ing: Bleſſed indeed he is for he ſhall be rewarded with: 
erernal glories. 

And that we may be ſo too, let us conſider the 
doGninal part of my Text, thereby to informari] en- 
gage us to the Practical. 

3. Then there is achangeto paſs on all, Fleſh and 
Blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God , and this 
mortal muſt put on immortality betore we can be ad- 
mitted into tae heavenly manſions; and therefore 
doth the Apoſtle to encourage our hopes and excite 
ourindulry, ſpeak out andrell us, That the Trumpet 


ſhall 
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ſhall ſound, and the dead be raiſed incorruptible and 
we ſhall be changed, The dead ſhall ſtart at the ſhrill 
voice of the Trumpet from their beds of duſt, into 
the incorruptible conformity and likneſs of God. 

They ſhall lay down their ſtench and corruption, 
frailties and decayes, the conſtant attendants of our 
mortal] ſtate, and be cloathed with incorruption, and 
a Robe ot Glory : And they who then ſhall live, will 
nor put off their bodies, but their mortality, and be 
made like unto Chriſt bothin the cruth and glory of 
his REurrection : fo great is our Change; 

So great indeed, that all our imperfeGtions will be 
done away : The Blind ſhall have his Sight repaired, 
ro (ce and admire his glorious Redeemer, 

We ſhall not only be reſtored to our bodies, but 
tro Our youth and vigor alſo, The walking ſtaffe, and 
the hoary head ſhall no longer be the ſupport & 
diſtin&ion of age : and thoſelimbs which the unmer. 
cifal Saw divorced, or the fre conſumed, ſhall bere. 
ſtored with as much Miracle as Fleſh, and the Infant 
that Jefc the world as ſoonas it ſaw the light, ſhall in 
a trice beas big as its Parent, and as glorious as its 
Redeemer. 

And thus it is, that we ſhall bear the image of the 
Heawenly, as we bave born that of th: Earthly, (1; e.) 
As we have with our Protoplaſt Adam been mortal,

Andin theg, ol the 4&s, we find St. Paul in his 
journey to Damaſcus ſurpriz'd with an unuſual glory, 
with an h-avenly liphc and b:1ghreneſ(s,1brightneſs char 
ſurpailed that of the Sun, as Se. Paul atrerwards af_ 
firms to King Agrippa, anda voice from above to 
atteſt that Jeſus was not wrapt up in , but was that 
light and glory ; ſome rayes of which were but dart- 
ed upon the Proto-mattyr Stephen, and preſently all 
thoſe that ſate in the Council fooking ſtedfaicly upon 
him, {aw his face asf it had been the face of an An- 

el. 
> God gave him a foretaſt and an carneſt of his future 
bappine(s, to make bim ſteddy and unſhaken amidft 
all the a({aules of his Perſecutors, that he might ſ[ighc 
and deſpiſe all the gayeties of this lite, in compariſon 
of that glory with which he ſhould be hereafter en- 
circled ; for he thatis able to pertorm, hath promi.- 
{ed, That th: Righteous ſhall appear as the Eh in the 
kin ber if of their Father , which he has purchaſed for 
all thoſe. es unto \ Jeſus, ſhall endure the Croſs 
and diſpiſe the ſhame, and fight the cord fight of Faith

Having already, in fome meaſure ſeen, what the 


glorified Saints ſhall be taſhioned to , we need go no 


tarther for the proof of the advantage of our Change, 
than ro compare our preſent ſtate with our turuce 
glorification. 

And truly a man need not be very inquiſitive to 
find our that this world is the place of forrow and 
diſappointments, of regret and diſfaticfaction, ot luſt 


avd wickedneſs, The whole world is full of (vares 


and hazards, and we areno ſooner drop*'d into it, 
but we are encompalled with {o many dangers, that 
we may well ſay,that we are gotten intothe quarters 
of an enemy,and every where expoſed to ruine. If we 
get into the ſhade and follitude, there our paſſions 
diſtract and worrie us, and we cannot be alone ſince 
the evil is a Legion : If in a Crowd and Company, 
we have vice and bad diſpoſitions ſtampt with the in- 


ſinuaring characters of Good Nature and Civility 


imprinted upon us, and from ſuch tis hard to think 
of a retreat, Indeed could we have a proſpe® ot this 
miſerable Theatce, we ſhould quickly ſee ecou2h to 
rebate our keeneſt affections; ar:d to make 1s naulcate 
the moſt ſplendid ſcenes and repreſentarions thar are 
acied in it. 

The horrors of War, and Rivers diſcoloure:] with 
humane blood, would make us. deteſt the ambition 
and avarice that ſhed it, The Cabinets of ſome great 
mcn full ofluſt andrreachery , ccuelty and opprelsi- 
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(#3 
on, would ſtifle our envy , notwithſtanding their 
Gold and Embroidery, theirlong Retinae and ſplen- 
did Equipage, andthe other Lacquies of greatneſs. 

Alas! cis bur all an imaginary pomp, anda meer 
oſtentation of Vanities. The ſpeCtacle vaniſhes whilſt 
you look upon ir, or dearth draws the Curtains , and 
ſhutfles us into the Regions of darkneſs, 

We being all of us placed amidit ſuch troops of 
malicious ac-1dents, that it isa miracle parallel with 
our Creation that we ſtand one moment amongſt 
them . ſo that our preſervation allo is theeffet of an 
Almighty power, 

Nay ! Our Friends which ought to b2 the greateſt 
comfort of our lives, are but ſad uncertainties, like 
Amaſa ; or Julius Caeſar; we often periſh by the 
preterded kindneſs of our Brethren and adopted Sons; 
However every Bravo that dares but ſcorn his own 
Life , may be maſter ot ours: And all the while 
our health, the only reliſh of living , 1s the Slave of 
every ſcaſon, it1s diſordered by heat, and encreafed 
by cold; it ſhrinks and erembles at a froſt, looks pale 
and {ickens at a Sun-beam ; whilſt the ſons oi Hypo- 
crates, mortal as our (clves, offcr at reaſons to pro- 
rra&t our lives, and in the midſt of their Projects, 
dye themſelves to contute them. 

Every man here 1s bur too too truly a Ber0ni a fon 
of Sorrow, for he that has the concurrence of the 
moſt adyartageous circumſtances , ſadly finds that 
there

there is ſti!] ſomething wanting to compleat his hap- 
ineſ(s, which puts him upon anxious folicitudes and 
cremblings, fears and reſtle(s importunities ; ſo that 
he ſpends his days in following what will be always 
out of his reach, till old age and dearh kindly put an 
end to his defires and purſuits. 

We are often ſick of deſire, and more diſeaſed 
with enjoy ment; our very pleaſures cloy and nauſeate, 
and after a ſhort converſation, they diſcover the chear, 
and ſhew their inſufficiencies which bring, us upon 
the irkſome gratings of a diſappointment. 

Our expe&ations are defeated, but our delices are 
reſtleſs and importunate, which faſtenz upon ſome 
new ObjeQ, which atier along courtſhip only repeats 
the cheat , and plunges us in a deeper diffatistaction : 
ſtill we are in wiſery,and ſtill liable rogreater : What- 
ever our condition 1s, it has ſome mixtures and alleys 
of miſery ; and when our delights flow in upon us, 
they do but bring us ſad tidings that they mult alſo 
have an ebb ; and our higheſt gratifications offend 
us with the bitter remembrance, that they mu$t alſo 
vaniſh and decay. 

In ſhort, There is no circumſtance nor period of our 
preſent ſtate thardorh not preach over Jobs Leiſon 
to us, that our time 3s not only ſhort but full of miſery 
alſo; So full, that the Infant when it comes into the 
world, cannot ſpeak, butit truly Prophecies, an 
forerells by its Crys, the tollizs of Childhood, and 


the 
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the cares of riper years, and the aches and Catarhs 
of the hoary head : So that Lite and Miſery are buc 
to0 twins, and muſt live and dye together. 

Our Childhood is conſumedin toysand fooliſh va. 
nities, our Youth in luſt and frivolous exerciſes, and 
our Manhood, which at beſt is but a painful careful- 
neſs, in crimes of a deeper dye , and when we have 
put all together from our Cradle to our Gray-hairs, 
thereis nothing that remains to us but anxiety of 
thought, and the ſad fruit of our Iniquity, Repen- 
tance, | 
This is our preſent ſtate, and every mans experi- 
enceatteſts it. 

And nowif we compare this ſtate with that of our 
Glorification, we hall preſently be convinc'd that our 
Change is advantageous : A Change wherein great- 
neſs is added to glory, weight to greatneſs, and eter. 
nity to them all. | 9 

A Change wherein there ſhall be no fears to dif- 
quiet, no enemiesto alarm, no dangers to ſubdue, 
no jealouſies and cares to diſtract, no grief, nor dif- 
eaſes, nor any of the ſad attendants of Death t 
annoy or moleſt us. 

A Change wherewith we ſhall be advanc'd above 
the regions of diſappointment and murabiliry > we 
{hall have our habications amongſt the Stars,and ſhine 
with a more continued glory. 

A Change that will quite take us off our —

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ſollicicades for the future, for we are told that we 
(hall become as the Angels of God, freed from all 
thoſe neceſlizies and conveniencies of ſupport which 
we are conſtrained to, whilſt here mutfled up in 
matter. - 

A Change that will moſt compleatly and adequate- 
ly ſatisfie our moſt outſiretched defires, fo that we 
ſhall never be plunged into want, or any jealouſies 
everſorto be. - 

A Change that will cloth us with Glory, and ſo 
we ſhall need no other apparel, with immortality, 
and fo we ſhall never crave the ſupports and repara- 
tion of food, nor any drugs and antidotes, for we 
ſhall be above the power ot an Elementary compoſi- 
tion, and the wounds of an Earthly conftitution. 

Diſeaſes and Pains are butthe Harbingers of death 
to uſherin a final divorſe of Soul and Body, but our 
Change will conquer death ir ſelf ; ſo that there will 
be no farther uſe of his ghaſtly retinue. 

We ſhall for ever bid adeiu to languiſhing pulſes 
and brcken fighs, and we ſhall never again be in old 
Barxillai's condition, who could nenher taſt nor 
hear, but had outliv*d his ſenſes; for theſe ſhall be 
refined and ſublimated beyond the power of Age 
and Decay. 

We ſhall be admitted into the preſence and enjoy- 
ment of aneverlaſting felicity, and when we are fa- 


ſhionedto his gler.ous body, ſhall be acknowledged

| Our Text tells us that be ſball do it by that power 
whereby be is able to ſubdue all things unto himſelf. 

A Power to which nothing is i:npoſſible or diffi. 
cult, a power that can rally the ſeparated parcells and 
ruines of our body to an union, as eafily as at the 
firſt he ſpake them into being and aftivity, and as 
eaſily cloth the united fleſh with glory and immorea» 
lity. 
if he pleaſes he can dart ſuch beams upon Man as 
he did upon Angels, and can change him into ſuch a 
life and laſtre, for he has all power given him both 
in Heaven and Farth, and there wants rothing bur 
his inclination to do this for us, and that he will do 
ir, he has engag'd his word co keep us from doubt or 
fainting ; Father I will that they alſs whom thou 
haſt given me, be with me where | am, that they may 
behold the glory which thou haſt given me ; ard he 
farcher words himſelf thus, And rbe glory which thou 
gaveſt me, I have given them, (a4 it he had ſaid) O 
Father it is my eadeavour and d: ſire that a'l choſe 
faichful ſervants which rhou haſt given me, may en- 
joy the full participation ot my glory, and thar

Thus did our faithful High Prieſt ſtoop to the in-

approve our ſelves ro him here, by keeping Conſci- 
ences void of offence towards God and towards man. 
Which more then hints to us to conſider the Pradii- 
cal part ot our Text, namely what weare to do in or- 
der to this glocious Change, Which 1s 

To have our Converſation in Heaven : By which 
1s meant, our leading ſuch an holy and godly life 
here, as our Religion bids us expect hereafter ; or in 
the words of the Apoſtle, To be holy as he that hath 
called us is Holy: To be holy in all manner of Con- 
verſation. And indeed till we are ſo, we ſhould 
have noreliſh even of Heaven it (elf, Nay we ſhould 
grope for Paradice inthe midſt of it, 

What ſatisfaction can there be in that happineſs to 
a man drowned in ſenſualities, which is the Obje& 
cnly of pure and refined Souls, ſo that the pure in 
heart muſt only ſee God. 

What ſhonld the Luxurious man, who makes it 
the buſineſs and the deſign of his life to eat' and: pro. 
voke Hunger, what reliſh can he have of the place 
where they neither hunger nor thir$t . 


What 
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What ſhould the man of Wantonne(s and Dalli- 
ances who will ſacrifice his manhood and his reaſon 
to a bruitiſh ſenſuality ? what ſhould he do there 
where they neither marry nor are given in marriage. 

What ſhould the ſtormy reyengetul man, who de. 
lights only in Blood and Slaughter ? what ſhould he 
do there where there is nought but concord and lyve, 
and where there are no flames but ſuch as kindle Sera- 
phims, 

Our ſenſes cannot only not be admitted into Hea- 
ven, bur it they wereto be ſo, they could not enjoy 
it, whilſt blurr'd and ſullied with the black characters 
of an ill ſpent Jite. 

If we could ſuppoſe a Vicious man ſhould carry 
his evil inclinations of Pride and Envy, Malice and 
Revenge, Luſt and Intemperance, to that glorious 
Kingdom with him ; Heaven would be no Heaven 
to ſuch aone, the Place would be odious, the Com- 
pany troubleſome, the Imployment ungrateful, and 
the Eternity a burden intollerable, he would be un- 


caſy to holy Souls and they to him, 


So that Fleſh and Blood not only muſt not, but 
cannot inherit the Kingdom of God, not till our foul; 
are conform'd to ſuch a rectitude as they ſtand diſpo- 
{ed in their reſpeCtive offices,to perform theic Makers 
will, are they fit co enjoy him ? 

So that our Converſation mu$t be in Heaven whil/t 


we are here in our earthly pilgrimage, it ever we intend 
= - to 
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ro beglorified Citizens of the Jeruſalem above,and'we 
muſt endeayor to make good by our practiſe, whac we 
every day pretend to defire of God by our Prayers, 
(namely) that his will may be done by us on earth 
with as much chearfulneſs and alacrity, as it is by his 
Angels his winged meſſengers, in Heaven, | 

2. To which we muſt add the ſecond part of our 
Text, and thatis, To look for and expe our Savi- 
ours coming, Which implies Conſtancy and Perlever- 
an-ein our duties; to have our Account right ſta- 
red and ready caſt up, becauſe we know not how 
ſoon we ſhall be ſummoned to pive an account of our 
Hewardſhip, The Text indeed ſeems to mean the 
laft coming of Chriſt to Judgment, but every mans 
particular doom to whichthe day of death conligns 
bim, 1s approaching even at the doors. 

The etore it highly concerns us all ro keep our 
faculties wakeful and vigilent, that we may not be 
ſurpriz'd by the day of darkneſs,that we may never go 
out of the world with the Fools Motto in our Mouths, 
with a 2on putabam, [ did not think, 

It concerns us whilſt it is called to day, to improve 
every advantage and opportunity to our great and 
only intereſt, to {.ttle our thoughts, detires, and 
affeions, upon Heaveily marters; and by our pru- 
dence, to anticipate that farewel which we muſt give 
to al! the erjoyments of this lite, and to engage nor 
only our deſires, but our endeavors alſo atter char 

prize 
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prize which God the righteous Judge will give to all 
thoſe who ſhall ſo expe his coming, as to paſs the 
time of their ſojourning herein fear, | 

Toall choſe who ſhall ſo wait for the appearance 
of our Saviour as the Scripture in other places phraſes 
it, as to deny ungodlineſs and worldly Infts, and live 
ſoberly righteouſly and godly in this preſent evil and 
wicked world, 

I had proceeded to have inforcd this great duty 
upon you by more Arguments, had not I been ſen- 
ſible that Examples ſpeak louder and more forcible 
then Precepts. and infinuatechemſelves even into the 
heart and ſoul, 

And here I moſt humbly deſire this honourable 
Auditory to afliſt my Meditations, and enrich their 
own, by the greatand holy Example of that honor- 
able Perſon whoſe Obſequies have this day called us 
rogether, of that perſon one of the greateſt exam- 
ples of Faith and Godlineſs, Crrace and Goodneſs, 
Piety and Purity, and all other grear and i]luſtrious 
Ornaments flowing from a holy and noble Spirit, as 
ever our Nation hath produced in this Jatter Age. Of 
that Perſon whole heavenly Converſarion and Reli- 
gious Conſtan:ry, beſpeak your Imitation as well as 
Praiſes, which ſhe did not repiefert ro us in tairt 
Semblances and Speculation, bur in a lively Opera- 
tion and Activity through all the courſe oi a long and 


bleſſed age, 
And 
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And now perhaps you expe her Charatter, bur 
truly the Object is ſo Illuſtrious, that it dazels, bur 
yer ſo Eminent and Copious, that it would make 
any man commence Oratour. 

Be pleaſedthen to look upon her in her firſt Riſe, 
and you will find her the eldeſt Daughter ot that 
Right Honorable Baptiſt Hicks Vicount Bampden, 
by El:zabeth May his Lady and religious Conſort, 
Perſons not to be named withour Honor and Vene- 
ration, whoſe bounties in devoting to God and the 
Poor, eachof them their 10000 for Pious and Cha- 
ritable uſes, ſtand upon Record. as Monuments of 
everlaſting Praiſe, 

Their Honors were not acquired by a ſlaviſh pro- 
ſtitution ot Conſcience and Honeſty, but by Wil. 
dom and Yertue, Integrity and Prudence, the beſt 
foundation of a laſting Greatneſs. The very attri- 
butes of their Honor might be digeſted into an Al- 
phaberro regiſter the Eternal Fame of this Ladies 
moſt worthy Progenitors. 

And how well andexaGlly ſhe declared her felt def. 
cended from ſuch, by building upon that tounda- 
tion, is ſo univerſally known, as need not be inſiſted 
upon, 

Tk did not diminiſh, but addto the glory of her 
Progenitors; ſhe did not live as a monument, to 


tell the world chat They had been, but what They 


WCcre. 
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And though they religiouſly devoted ſuch vaſt 
ſammsto Pious and charicable deſigns, that they will 
always be recorded as laſting and perpetual monu- 
ments of their Praiſe (as before was mentioned ;) yet 
did this Honorable Lady Blazon their piety with a 
more excellent Heraldry, whilſt her graces and ver. 


' tues which were ſoconſ{picuouſly Eminent, were built 


upon that excellent Education. and Examples with 
which they had ſeaſoned her 'tendereſt age ; which 
ſhe did fo conſtantly improve, that they ſhined more 
and more to a perfect glory. 

Look upon her Perſonal Endowments, and you'll 
find a quick Apprehenſion, a ſound Judgment, a ſo- 
lid Wiſdom, anda ſprightful undaunted Courage, 
lodged in a graceful Body, qualified with an excel- 
lent Mein anda winning Aſpect, with a condeſcend- 
ing, courteous, affable, and truly Chriſtian Deporr- 
ment, which demonſtrated that She valued her ſelf 
not upon the Grandures and Titles chat attend her 
Fortune, but that ſhe had laid her Foundation lower, 
ſtronger, in making it moce ſolidand laſting ,- by 
building uponVertue and Piety. | 

She was indeed a Conſtellation of Fminencies, 
every one like a Star of the firſt Magnitude, ſhining 
gloniouſlly inits ſingle Luſtre, andallin Combination 
like the Sun in its Zenith, enough to dazle the eyes 
of our inferiour Capacities, and forbid me to ſay any 


more, becauſe [ can never ſay enough, 
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Look upon her as a Wife , Mother , Widow, 
Neighbour, Subje&, Chriſtian, and yow'll find her 
moſt Eminent in all capacities, | 

1, She was a moſt vertuous, loving, faithful and 
obliging Wife, though of a vaſt and noble fortune ; 
which {wells roo many into Pride and Forgertulneſs, 
and makes them rather Tyrannical than Endearing. 
But in this Lady nothing was wanting of Humility 
and Pleaſantneſs, of Wiſdom and Subjeftion, of 
Wealth and Beauty, of Chaſtity or AﬀeCtion, tothe 
making her a Principal and a Precedent to the beſt of 
wives in the world, 

2, Ohe was a moſt indulgent, tender, and careful 
Mother, which extended beyond the days of her 
Marriage even to her death, embracing all her Of 
ſpring with the careſſes of Nature and Religion ; 
inſtructing and governing both Children and Grand- 
children in the fear of God, and loyalty to their 
Prince ; with ſuch Gravity and Authority, tempered 
with winning Meekneſs, and morethen ordinary Pru- 
dence, as might reduce all Vicious Lnclinations, and 
incourage every thing that is good ; So confiderately 
kind, as nor to negle& the welfare of their Souls, in 
providing for their bodies, but principally raking 
care of that, as knowing that to live ſplendid in the 
world without living unto God, was to die whilſt 
we live, and live anddie miſerably. The nume- 
rous and noble Stemns which ſprung from this noble 

Line 
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Line, being genuine Heirs of vertues and goodneſs, 
bleſt in deſcending from her Loyn, but more in aſ- 
cending to her Graces, 

3, Conſider her as a Neighbour, and you will find 
her Charitable,Courteous, Prudent, and Engapeing. 

Her Doors without any tall Porters, Her Tables 
richly ſpread twice a day; ſo furniſht, that they 
were to others what her Conſcience was to her {elf, 
z Continual feaſt. Neighbours and Strangers might 
with greateſt freedom, partake af her liberal Provi- 
fions, and finda Cheerful, as wellas Plentiful recep- 
tion. Theſe her entertainments were noe Cleopa- 
tra's Revels, nor Sempronia's Luxury, whoſe feaſt. 
ings were always as greatin Sin, as Abundance, and 
favoured more of Wickedneſs, then Pomp. Bur 
whilſt others feaſt their equals, their peers; expect» 
ing returns and circular Retrearments, as if they did 
not make, 'but trade Banquets, She'fed fuch Pen- 
ſioners as brought withthem their wants : God rhat 
provided her Plenty, provided her Guefts, and what 
She gave toHunger, She gaveto Heaven, 

Theretore-if the Poor do not extol her, if they 
do nor cryout, 'the'Stones will; fo do her works 
praiſe her m:the Gates, Seldom indeed, it ever, did 
a wiſe, alarge Heart, anda;plentiiul Fortune, fo Jo- 
vingly embranceand kiſs each orher, 

It youll rakea view of Her in her Family, -you 
cannot but fay that She deſerves Solomon's Chatatier 

=, of 
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of a wiſe Woman, for ſhe was one that look'd well 
ro the ways of her own houſe : In the prudent mana- 
| gery whereof ſhe ſeem'd to coyet all in herliberal 
dole ſhe ſeemed to deſire nothing, | | 

4. Look upon her as a Widow, out of this cloud 
alſo willa great light ſhine, co her'eternal praiſe and 
honour. 

The Fathers counted it no Paradox, to parallel 
the ſtate of pious and religious Widowhood, with 
that of the moſt cloiſtered and ſacred Virginity. 

St. Ambroſe ſpeaks to this purpoſe, non minus eff 
tentata conjugiirecuſare oblectamenta,quamnunquam 
tentare , It 3s no leſs wiftory to deſpiſe the pleaſures 
which they have known, then never to have known 
the pleaſures which they deſpiſe, 

When the great Famine was at Samaria, in the 
days of Abab, Almighty God did not ſend his Pro- 
phet to Queens, or Empreſles, or any great Ladies ; 
but unto a Widow of Sarepta, poor perhaps; in 
ſtate, bur rich in faith, and as apt to increaſe in grace 
by the love of the Lord, as the meal inthe barrel, or 
the ol in the cruſe, by the Miracle of the Lord. 

The ſtrſt woman that receiv'd Chriſt in the Tem: 
ple, was the Propheteſs Anna, a Widow of Four- 
{core and four years old, yet fuller of zeal then years; 
for ſhe was fixt to the Temple as the Stars to their 
Orbs, and never forſook it night or day. 


And this moſt Honourable Lady that we come now 
to 


| 
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to Entomb (or rather to Enſhiine) may well be 
lookr upon az her livelieſt parallel, if not in the 
years, yet in the devotions of her Widowhood : 
For though ſhe honoured and. frequented the pub- 
lick houſe of God, with as publick and frequent zeal 
as any of the moſt Primitive and Apoſtolical Wi- 
dowhood, yet was ſhe of ſuch a SanQuary conver- 
ſation, as well without as within the ſacred Cloiſters, 
that ſhe made all places holy ground wherever ſhe 
came: Her Table was a Temple, her Chamber a 
Chappel. 

A Lady of ſo great a fortune and ſuch rare ac- 
compliſhments, could not (without queſtion) in her 
firſt years of Widowhood, but meet with ſome ſo- 
licitations to change her condition: but ſhe ſtood 
reſolved againſt all Preſumers : God might change 
her life, the whole world could not change her mind. 

She might put off (in their ſeaſon) her mourning 
weedsand forſake her firſt garments, but never her 
firſt Love, 

The Apoſtle ſpeaks of ſome he calls Widows in- 
deed m5 rms Nness: Widows inthe work and not only 4/2 
the name of widowhood ; Such an one he requires to 
be truly honored as ſhe is really honourable, and ſets 
down her deſcription, x Tim, 5. to. If ſhe have 
brought up children, if ſhe have been hoſpitable, if 


ſhe have waſhed the feet of the Saints, if ſhe have 


relievedthe afflifed, if ſhe have diligently followed

every 
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every good work : All theſe religious CharaGeers were 
written in letters of Gold upon the Soul of our moſt 
noble and pious Lady now with the Lord, 

She was eyes rothe blind, and feat to the [ame, a 
mother tothe fatherleſs. 

It any inthe Neighbourhood were ſick or ſore, 
or Janguiſhing , ſhe was a Healeras well as a Relie- 
ver : Rich in Pbyfical, as well as Chriſtian graces. 

Her Cloſet was a Treaſury of the choiceſt Receits, 
Cordials, lectuaries, which were always as free as 
they were excellent, deriving vertue and efficacy nor 
only from their Ingredients, but alſo (and that more 
tr00) from their Donour. 

5. She was a moſt obedient Daughter to her ten. 
der Mother the Church of England, and a Loyal Sub- 
je& tothe Defendour of her Faith, and Father of her 
Country. 

She maintained that faith which was once delivered 
co the Saints, and fo did ſhe conſtantly worſhip the 
God of ber fathers. 
 Soconſtantly, that no Mountebanks of the laſt 
age, could chear her : none of thoſe furious Tranſ- 
ports, and ſchiſmatical Innovations (though wrapr 
up in the ſpecious gilt of a ſolemn Covenant) could 
abate her Zeal, or devide her Devotion; but ſtill ſhe 
profeſſed, preſerved, and praGtiſed her obedience to 
the true Church, and true Sovereign, conſtanily a. 
doring Godin the one, and owning all due Loyalry 
ro 
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co the other, worſhipping her Maker publickly in 
moſt exa& conformity to the Law; fo as ſhe both 
glorified Him the Lord of Heaven, and gavean emi- 
nent example of true Piety to all her neighbours, 

6. Look ypon her asa Chriſtian, and you?*] find her 
as much as poſlible avoiding the very ſhadows and ap- 
pearances of Evil ; defiring to be found in holinefs, as 
well as to abide in Chriſt , endeavourivg to walk as 
he alſo walked, to tranſcribe his great and excellent 
copy in his faich and patience, in his meekneſs and 
humility, and in all the whole Conſtcllation of graces.. 

In all her religion ſhe keptthe vertuous medinun: 
between FaCtion and Superſtition, between the abo- 
minations of Amſterdam and thoſe of Rome, look- 
ing upon a Conventicle and a Maſs, as equally Apo=- 
chryphal; and whichis no ſmall honour, (till making 
the Law of the Church, and the Peace of J:ruſalem, 
the touchſtone of her obedience, 

She ſtood unſhaken in the midſt of a Pr-fligate 
age, and was true to her Vertue and Heaven, even 
then when it *twas both a reputed Crime and aſſured 
Danger ſo todo, And whilſt others lived as if they 
had been ferr into the world only to cat and drink 
and riſe up to play ; her great care anddeſign was to 
paſs through and behave her ſelf amongſt the contin- 
gencies of a fleeting world, thar ſhe might not miſs 
the haven of an eternal reſt. 


And wheteas ſomexyye ſee ſordidly beſotted with 
vain 
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vain pleaſures, and their ſouls in a tame compaſſion 
for quietne(s ſake, content to connive at folly ; this 
Honourable Lady was fo ambitious of the ſtrifteſt 
commands of the moſt Holy Ged, that (as they ſay 
Heaven is anina viſibilis, 10) her whole body ſeem- 
ed to be converted into ſoul, all zeal and delight in 
his ſervice : and fo conſtantly converſing with God 
in his word, thatas St, Hierom ſpeaks of Paulina, ver- 
tus ferebat Bibliothecam Chriſti, ſb: had tranſcribed 
the Bible in ber heart. 

Nor muſt I forget to tell you how duly the fſacri- 
fice of Prayer and Praiſe was offered to God in her 
Family , every day three times in publick ; ewice in 
that excellent torm of our Church; She conſtantly 
attending ( when able) in her own perſon, and ex- 
preſcing admirable and almoſt Seraphical devotion ; 
endeayouring to manage her worſhip in ſuch manner, 
as became God who received it, and her ſelf who 
preſentedit. Anda thirdtime in a ſhort form, at an 
early hour, proper for Servants before they goto any 
wordly bufineſs, or their daily work, that the firſt 
fruits of their time being offered ro God, might 
Conſecrate thereſt of the day, 

Beſides her Publick, ſhe was conſtantly in her Clo. 
ſet devotion, the way of the cloſeſt-communion with 
God, where Heaven it ſelf came down to receive her 
pious Ejaculations and Prayers. 

Theſe are the things Right Hofiourable, that not 

; only 
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only Men, but God applaudes, and thoſe that in«. 


tend.to purchaſe Honour to themſelves, as we are all 


ambitious, muſt tread the {amepath ;and if we would 
be Happy as ſheis, and that's thedeſire of us all , we 
muſt be Holy as ſhe was, and that's the duty of us all. 

Indeed ſhe was greatand excellent, that is her Self ; 
in every action, lived as God required of his people, 
did juftly, loved mercy » and walk'/d humbly with 
ber God, fo that graces and vertues ſeem to have been 
the very Elements of her Conſtirution. 

And were he that ſaid, wertue was only an empty 
name, now amonyt the Living,he muſt have recanted 
his opinion, or betcay'd his faculties ; for it was in her 
embodied, and he might have converſt with it in an 
humane ſhape , as if God had deſigned her to let us 
ſee how near to the divine Humane nature may ap- 
proach. So far was ſhe from any indifferency in Re- 
ligion, that I dare challenge the moſt rigid SeQary, 
I mean the moſt cenſorius Perſon in the world,to pro 
duce one fivgle {aſpition of the leaſt hypocriſy, tor- 
mality, or lukewarmneſs in her Protetsion and De- 
votion. 

No, the Religion of this excellent perſon was of 
another Conſtitution, it took root downward in 
Humility, and brought forth fruit npward in every 
thing that was praiſc-worthy. 

It we know not what Vertue and -Humanity are, 
whatis comely & venerable,what is lovely and praiſe= 

H worthy, 
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worthy, what is fit and equal, what is true and juſt, 
we may learn by the words, and actions, and beha- 
viour of this Noble perſon, of a great and harmleſs 
Wit, of chearful Gravity, and obliging Behaviour. 

She could be chearful without levity, ſpeak mer- 
rily without uttering folly, adorn her felt in rich ap» 
pare] without pride and a phantaſtick dreſs. 

She was conſtant to her promiſe, and candid to 
others failures, preferring fidelity before profit, and. 
mercy before rigour ; willing to reprove, yetloath 
to exaſperate, 

Suchan exact texture of Graces and Vertues, that 
in her departure thereisa univerſal Loſs; ro the good, 
becauſe they'l want the vertuous example which they 
love; and to the bad, becauſe they'l want the pious 
example which they need. 

And forher ſeveral eminencies, I may take up the 
ſpeech of St, Paul in his Catalogue of thoſe eminent 
Saints, Heb. 11. 3 2. and what ſhall 7 ſay more. 

Thus lived this moſt Honourable Lady, and thus 
ſhe taught us to live, 

Being ſo eminently pious, we may well ſay with 
the true Emphaſis, that ſhe lived to a good old age, 
her years exceeding not only the leſſer, but the larger 
account given by Moſes of Mans life, 70or So years 
being extended to g6, which we may look upon 
partly as a Guzerdon of her pious Lite, and partly as 
a pledge and confignment of Eternal lite hereafter. 
But 
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But it 7s eppointed to all men once to die, and die 
ſhe therefore muſt, This houſe which our ſouls now 
inhabit, is but earthly, and fin hath pur itinto diſ- 
order, and hath broughe a Conſumption upon it, as 
well through Crod*% anger, as its owndiſtempers, and 
as it daily decays, ſoit will, ſo it muſt once diſſolve 
and fall, 

The pale meſſenger therefore comes to give her 2 
Jummons to appear before her judge : Death with all 
his gaſtly troops of Stone, Spleen, Aches ſtormand 
diſmantle her body : Bft mihi crede virtuti etiam'in 
feftulo locus, ſaid Seneca to his dear Lucilins, Ther 
are vertue and fortitude beft diſplayed, when our 
Strength lies bed-rid, and our diſeaſes inwrap us in 
ſheets of” Torture. 

And yet inthe midſt of all theſe pining agonies, 
and faint languiſhings, her patience ſtood unſhaken 
and undiſturbed, in the face of Death 5 And with 
that ſtrength of faith and undaunted courage, kept 
cloſe to her God, as if ſhe wou!d conquer Death be. 
fore it encourtered her : ſtill maintaining that firm 
truſt in God through the merits of her Saviour, that 
mortalitas potins finita eft quam vita, this frail body 
ſubmitted to mortality and ber heaven-born ſoul, 
when death had open«d the door , breathed it ſelf into 
the band of her Red-emer , triumphantly ſinging her 
Bnrluer, Death bas loft bis fling, and I bawe got the

| body tothe Grave, in aſſured bopes of the Reſurre&ion 


to Eternal life. |
